DESIGNS AGAINST SIGNS 


Ohioans Asked To Wipe Out Posters, Billboards, Signboards and Signs By Constitutional Amendment 
They Offend the Eye of the Joy Rider, Consequently the Farmer Is Asked To Forego the Revenue 
He Now Derives From Untillable Land, His Children To Give Up the Circus Tickets They Got For 
Allowing Posters on the Barn, and All Merchants Are To Be Forced Into Newspapers for Adver- 


tising or Go Without. 


Of all the freak governmental propositions the people of a state 
may be called upon to deal with, the freakiest is that now facing the peo- 
ple of Ohio. As a result of a proposition adopted by the recent Con- 
stitutional Convention in that state, the citizenship of Ohio is being 
called upon to place in the Constitution of that commonwealth a pro- 
vision prohibiting out-door advertising of every description. 

During the debate in the convention, the proponents of the measure 
were told that if it should pass, not even a merchant would be permitted 
to place a sign over his own doorway. These same proponents answered 
that such was their desire; that should the amendment become a funda- 
mental part of the law of the state, they would take steps to have laws 
passed in the Legislature which would do away with out-door adver- 
tising, commercial advertising and sign boards of every character with- 
in the confines of the state. They further declared that they expected 
to have brought up for consideration laws which would compel every 
householder in the state to paint his buildings a uniform color, in order 
that Ohio might become the State Beautiful. A plot might be arranged 
with a scheme of this sort as the basis for a comic opera, but would 
hardly seem that a great commonwealth like the State of Ohio, which 
prides itself upon being the Mother of Presidents, to have to be called 
upon to seriously consider such a proposition. 

Back of all this absurdity, however, lies the employment of five 
thousand men, directly engaged in the out-door advertising industry, 
and five thousand other men indirectly affected, now at work in print 
shops, lithograph shops, in paint shops, lumber yards and in steel mills. 
If the amendment is passed, it means about five thousand of these men 
will lose their employment; it means that the employment of another 
live thousand is placed in jeopardy. If some great public good were 
to be served by thus destroying the welfare of fifty thousand men, 
omen and children, there might be room for argument in support of 
such a constitutional amendment, but when, instead of the proposition 
veing one of governmental policy, it is a whim of an unbalanced vision- 
ry, it is hard to have patience in discussing the proposition, 


It is useless to enter into a lengthy discussion against this absurd, 
though dangerous proposition. Every one, directly or indirectly con- 
cerned with advertising, will see the immediate necessity of a concen- 
trated and well-directed campaign against this amendment. 

For the purpose of interesting the mass of workers in the state, the 
Poster Advertising Association and Painted Display Advertising Asso- 
ciation has opened headquarters in Columbus, from which point tons 
of literature will be disseminated. 

Every advertiser and every advertising medium will, of course, 
work against the amendment, and it is hoped that by election time the 
voter will have made up his mind to vote against the measure. 


State of the Fair Season 


The fair season is now in full swing. It is going to be, on the whole, 
one of the most successful and prosperous fair seasons we have ever 
experienced. This is true principally because it has been an excellent 
season for crops. There has been a sufficient abundance of rain and 
no droughts. Everywhere farmers are attending in unusual numbers 
and patronize the attractions proportionately. So far, therefore, as the 
amusement contingent of the fair is concerned, it is going to experience 
one of the most prosperous seasons in its history. 

The fair attraction has undergone metamorphosis during the past 
few years. The cheap-John rag-front freak fake show of a few years 
ago has been superceded by attractions of real merit from amusement 
and educational standpoints. Fair secretaries and managers have come 
to realize that it takes showmen of experience to put on shows of quality 
and attractiveness. The big fairs have, therefore, instead of engaging 
their attractions promiscuously, turned to the custom of booking in 
complete carnival aggregations of a high order of merit. This has done 
much to increase the attendance at fairs, and it has been entirely suc- 
cessful in removing the stigma that once attached on account of the low 
character of the attractions.

THE AMUSEMENT WEEK IN CHICAGO 


INTENSE ACTIVITY 


Characterizes 1912-13 Theatrical Season in Chicago—Windy City 
Playhouses Prepare For the Greatest Year in Dramatic History 
—Tantalizing Tommy Scheduled To Open August 30 


Chicago, August 24 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Business conditions in the loop district hotels 
are always a safe barometer of commercial con- 
ditions in the Middle West, and their corollary 
effect on the world of amusement. When the 
down-town Chicago hotels are crowded, it is the 
signal for the “‘ice’’ sign at the down-town 
theatres also. During the past week, late- 
comers bave found it difficult to secure hotel 
accommodations for ‘‘love or money’’ at the 
principal Windy City hostelries, and from present 
indications, these conditions necessarily will con- 
tinue throughout the early fall. ‘The erudite 
Chicago managers are taking advantage of this 
situation by announcing early openings at all 
of the leading theatres in Chicago. George C. 
Tyler, manager of Liebler & Company, sent to 
Chicago this week twenty-seven carloads of 
attractions, four of them being designed for 
early appearance here, and one for immediate 
exploitation in Denver and the Far West. His 
special train brousht in The Garden of Allab, 
which comes to the Auditorium on August 31; 
Oliver Twist, which opens the season at the 
Illinois on Sunday night, September 1; Alias 
Jimmy Valentine, which starts at the Nationai 
tomorrow afternvon, and The New Sin, which 
is scheduled for Powers’ theatre on September 
16. Pemander Walk is the play which will 
proceed westward. 

The one big opening of the coming week, ex- 
clusive of those named above, will be Tantaliz- 
ing Tommy, which will make its first appearance 
in America at the Chicago Opera House next 
Friday night, August 30. This is an operatic 
version of Paul Gavault’s French comedy, La 
Petite Chocolatierre, with music by Hugo Felix.

Kansas City’s New 
Theatre Opens 


Kansas City, August 24 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Kansas City’s handsome new playhouse, 
The Garden Theatre, opened Monday, August 19, 
and the management bas a-nounced that the 
merit of the opening bill will be maintained 
throughout the entire season. 

The Garden Theatre is rightly named, for it 
presents the appearance of a garden in the in- 
terior, aad there are many novel and unique 
effects designed to please and beautify. The 
usual side boxes have been entirely dispensed 
with, and in their stead are huge square pillars 
of brick, with iandings or openings at each 
floor for large baskets of flowers and potted 
plants. The pillars on the top are surmounted 
with a tiny chimney, giving the effect of houses 
overlooking some beautiful garden. The entire 
ceiling of the theatre is finished in a cerulean 
blue, and the seats and upholstery are in grass 
green. There are no stairs in this theatre, each 
floor being reached by inclined planes, easy of 
access, and along the sides of these planes are 
hanging baskets of flowers, ferns, palms, ete. 
Tne only boxes in the theatre are on the mezza- 
nine floor, which is a perfect*garden of beauty 
and loveliness in its great masses of flowers and 
ferns. 

The Garden Theatre has the largest seating 
capacity of any theatre in Kansas City, with a 
total of twenty-six hundred. The acoustics are 
so perfect in the Garden Theatre that one can 
stand or sit anywhere in the house and hear 
with equal facility. This handsome new theatre 
occupies one-half of a big city block, and has 
been erected at a total cost of more than three 
hundred thousand dollars. There are thirty 
exits, and it is thoroughly fire-proof in every 
particular. The stage is a gem of the craft, and 
is 36 feet opening, 65 feet high to gridirons, 
30 feet deep and 76 feet wide.

Circuits, Gathered From Here and There and Everywhere, 
Especially for Publication in The Billboard

The shows are about all open now or will be 


by the time that this gees to press, and stage 
managers and principals are working hard 
knocking their various shows into shape and 


making busy efforts to get the work down tu 
simplicity and perfection.

The committer 
usually starts out at the very beginning of the 
season and in spite of the hard work done in 
the effort to mould the shows into shape, woe 
betide the unfortunate manager whose attrac 
tion doesn’t come up to the standard set by 
those particular’ gentlemen representating the 
committee of inspection. 


Every time I think of Ike Wall, 
laugh. Ike is again with the Zallah’s Own 
Company this season and is, as usual, playing 
a part. I remember when Ike was rehearsing 
for the Parisian Widows, the old Weber and 
Rush attraction, in which Ike made his first 
hit as an actor.

Down-town burlesque in Cincinnati, as pre- 
dicted in The Billboard issue of October 14, 
1911, is an assured fact. At that time, The

into arrangements with Edward Hart, owner of 
the American Theatre, for the lease of the site, 
the plan being to erect a larger theatre. 

Announcement was made August 23 of the

Gypsy Night at the Alhambra Proves To Be an Interesting and 
Entertaining Novelty—Coliseum Continues To Offer Exception- 
ally Attractive Programs—General Amusement News

A scene entitled Gypsy Night is the principal 
novelty at the Alhambra this week. It is per- 
formed by 11 lady dancers and M. Kaweski, 
who for several years was a principal in Mad- 
ame Pavilova’s troupe. The scene is a gypsy 
cocampment somewhere in ‘‘the frosty Cau- 
casus’’ and, perhaps with the highly legitimate 
and sensible object ef keeping themselves warm, 
the ladies engage their chief in sundry meas- 
ures. alternately spirited and languid. to the 
strains of the traditional, rich colored, rhyth- 
mic, half savage Russian music. It is all 
picturesque and stirring and having the merit 
of being not tov long-drawn-out. The Four 
Bolses constitute a highly skillful tra turn, 
with several] novel features in it, Allan Shaw 
manipulates cards and coing with bewildering 
rapidity and unfailing dexterity, and Miss Ivy 
Latimer sings ballads with considerable feel- 
ing. The Guide to Paris continues to fill the 
second half of the program most satisfactorily, 
the chief parts in George Grossmith’s revue 
remaining in the hands of Miss Ethe] Cadman, 
James Blakeley, Kenneth Dvuuglas and Miss 
Dorothy Craske. 

Several changes and additions have been made 
in this week’s program at the London Hippo- 
drome, where, however H. A. Jones’ one-xct 
comedy, Dolly’s Little Bills, with Miss Ethel 
Irving as Dolly; Chung Ling Soo, the extraor- 
dinary conjuror, and Miss Clarice Mayne, with 
her dainty singing remain the svlid attraction 
they proved themselves to be right from the 
start. Pipifax and Panlo may perhaps be con- 
sidered the most important of the fresh ar- 
rivals. These ‘‘eccentrics’’ as they style them 
selves fully justify that name, some very agile 
tumbling by the one being relieved by the 
drollest of antics on the part of the other. 
Ferry Corwey, the musica] clown, is another 
excellent turn of its kind, while nothing could 
be neater and generally cleverer than the feats 
performed by Hartelli on the slack wire, or 
those of Clark’s ‘“‘crazy comedy cyclists,’’ whu 
add to their undoubted skill not a little fan- 
tastic fun, which makes ready and legitimate 
appeal to all.

Genne, to all intents and purposes 
an English dancer, disported hersef more ex- 
quisitely or with gayer daintiness. After La 
Camargo the floral tributes made one almost 
continuous hedge across the big stage, and 
others were added after the hunting dance. 
Mile, Genee had to appear innumerable times, 
and each time popped out from behind some 
floral tribute that till then had completely con- 
cealed her. In her merriest of moods she 
made her last appearance from behind a huge 
painted tree that formed part of the scenery. 

Another great attraction, the English version 
of the Dancing Viennese was also given for the 
last time. Their places were taken by Albert 
Chevalier and an Imperia] Russian ballet. Mr. 
Chevalier had a tremendous reception. The 
cheers began the moment the prelure "E Can't 
Take a Rvise out of Oi was recognized, and was 
repeated when the audience realized that Our 
Court Ball, My Old Dutch and Knocked ‘em in 
the Old Kent Road were on the way. Never 
has the incomparable artist been in finer form, 
and never has an audience shown greater ap- 
preciation of his unique art. Among others ap- 
pearing in an excellently componded program 
are La Danseuse. La Manoda Gaditana. Miss 
Peggry Primrose and the Harmony Four. 

Miss Grace Hazard has been appearing at 
the Palace, Manchester. in her novel vaudevilie 
act.

NEW COLOR PROCESS 


New York Inventor Perfects a Way To Photograph Objects in Their 
Natural Colors, Which May Be Projected on Regular Machine 
Without the Aid of Any Special Appliance. 


New York, August 24 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—A new process for taking motion pic- 
tures of objects in their natural colors, has just 
been patented by a wealthy New Yorker by the 
name of Arturo Hernandez-Mejia, who has al- 
ready begun the equipment of a plant for turn- 
ing out the films. 

The main item of advantage in the new pro- 
cess is its extreme simplicity, especially in the 
taking and exhibition of the films. No specially 
equipped projection apparatus is necessary to 
exhibit the films made under the new process. 
When Mr. Hernandez bas finished a film, it can 
be run off in any theatre now equipped to show 
the black and white films without any additional 
lighting apparatus, or, in fact, amything dif- 
ferent from what is used for the black and white 
films. 

The new process is called the Cinecolorgraph, 
and the company just formed for exploiting it is 
the Colorgraph Company of America. Mr. 
Hernandez is making his temporary office in the 
45th Street Exchange Building, New York. 

The process, as stated above, is simplicity it- 
self. A special camera and a special printing 
machine are necessary, and two special methods 
of tinting are used. 

When the picture is taken, a prismatic lens 
ig used on the camera, which divides the rays 
of light forming two images, which are pro- 
jected on to two different films. The light cast 
onto one film, which of course is a negative one, 
is made to pass through a green piece of glass 
or celluloid, and - other through a red glass 
or piece of celluloid. 

Two negatives are thus obtained. These are 
developed. Then an ordinary piece of positive 
film, with emulsion on both sides, is taken, and 
run through the printing machine with the two 
negatives on each side. A special printer is used 
for this purpose, having rollers for three pieces 
of film instead of for two as in the ordivary 
printer. 

The positive thus obtained is developed and 
fixed, and when complete, is coated on one side 
with a green tint and on the other side witb red. 
The side upon which the original red negative 
was printed is the one colored red, and the side 
exposed to the original green negative is the 
side upon which the green coloring is placed.

The process has been patented for still photo- 
graphy as well as motion, but the motion picture 
end is being developed first because of the 
greater demand for pictures of this kind. 


It is well-known to photographers that the 
proper blending of red and green will produce 
almost any color found in nature. In this pro- 
cess, a yellow film can be used that will add a 
yellowish color to the objects photographed, 
which were originally yellow. This makes an 
additional color to the many obtained by the 
mingling of the green and red. 

The wonderful part of the process lies in the 
camera alone. The splitting up of the different

Moving Pictures 
In? Australia

I dropped in to see W. H. Bell, general manager 
Anternational Pictures before closing my mail for 
this boat, and I must say that in all my experi- 
ences and various connections in the theatrical 
business within the last furty years, I never 
saw anything to approach the perfection of 
facilities that the International Pictures as a 
main office and branch film exchange system is. 
Mr. Bell informs me that some of the best ideas 
which are in use in the leading film exchanges 
in the States are incorporated in this new sys- 
tem, amd there are a great many ideas which 
never before have been installed in any film 
exchange that are being used in the new sye- 
tem now effected in International Pictures. 

Speaking roughly, the general scheme of or- 
ganization is this: The general manager’s of- 
fice has nv direct connection with the individual 
exhibitor, and beyond using this office in pro- 
moting things that are good for the exhibition 
business in general, deals only with its branches, 
of which there are six at the present time. 

The Iaternational Pictures in Sydney are lo- 
cated in the new Crystal Palace Building, and 
while the general manager's office occupies quar- 
ters on the sanie fluor with the Sydney Film 
Exchange, the Sydney branch is treated ag if 
it were thousands of miles away. As already 
stated. the general manager's office instead of 
doing business with exhibitors direct, have but 
six customers. Those branches are treated as 
the branches in turn treat the exhibitors, 

A very effective method of counting and check 
ing has been worked out that reveals each 
week for the persunal use of J. D. Williams, 
the managing director and the directors of the 
company just exactly the business activities 
of each individual branch, showing the amount 
of business done, and various details of 
which the general manager's office has a dupli- 
cate record, 

When I stepped into Mr. Bell’s office I cer- 
tainly received the surprise of my life. The 
former quarters of International Pictures were 
not near as elaborate, and there was no pre- 
tense of making a show beyond doing the nec- 
essary routine and development work of the 
business. Now, however it is all different. 
The general manager's offices are the equal of 
anything of its kind in the world, and the Syd- 
ney branch film exchange has facilities that I 
think are incomparable. 

Special attention is belng given to wholesale 
and retail of accessories and supplies, for which 
they hold the exclusive jobbing and sales agency 
of some of the leading standard moving picture 
machines manufactured. 

The Sydney branch manager and branch ac 
countant have offices in keeping with their 
splendid facilities, and the working room in the 
film exchange is a revelation to film men in 
this cvuntry. 

The employees have a private entrance, and 
n* one but employees are permitted in the work- 
ing department of the film exchange. 

The film vault is surrounded on all sides by

AMERICAN MAGICIAN IN INDIA. 


Guest House, 
Palace of Maharajah of Jammu, 
Sunagao, Kashmo, India. 

Dear Billyboy:—After a ten days’ journey on 
horseback over mountain paths, I have arrived 
on a two months’ visit to entertain the Mahara- 
jah of Jammu, at his summer palace in the 
hills. Sunagao is two hundred miles from the 
nearest railroad depot, and it took twenty hill 
ponies to transport my baggage here, and one 
fradually passes from the terrific heart of the 
plains to the snow-clad mountains of ‘‘Beauti- 
ful Kashmo,’’ 

m. am the first magician who has ever visited 
Kashmo, and during the last six months I have 
visited places in India where no other white 
Performers have ever been and have mystified 
the tribes of Afghanistan, the little Ghurkas, 
and the fierce Pathans above Peshanas. 

India is a land of mystery, but it is only in 
the out-of-the-way places that one sees the real 
Indian fakir, who does not perform for money. 
n the large towns like Calentta and Bombay 
there are many so-called native magicians, but 
their work is very crude. They are the low- 
caste street performers, A high-caste mystery 
man would scorn to visit the towns, or accept 
money. Mavic to them is a form of religion, 
and they are held in great respect by the na- 
tives. Every white magician whe visits Bom- 
bay or Calcutta generally has his photo taken 
Surrounded by a few of these street perform- 
ers, an? exhibited afterwards in magazines, 
ete., for many boosting purposes, but the gen- 
uine fakir is most difficult to approach, as they 
live in the jungles. I have been most fortunate 


in witnessing many wierd things as I have trav- 
eled away from the beaten tracks. India is a 
queer country in many ways and one the white 
man will never understand. 

This makes my tenth command from various 
Maharajahs, who are exceedingly hospitable, 
and the magnificence of their surroundings is 
something not easily forgotten. 

I entertain the Viceroy of India here in Oc- 
tober, after which I tour China and Japan, and 
then back to America with the lar est Oriental 
ntiystery act of novelties which have ever been 
witnessed in the U. S. A. I receive The Bill- 
board regularly, often carried hundreds of miles 
by runners.

Be Held In All Sections of the Country Appeared In the Past Eight Issues— 
Next Week Middle-West Fairs Continued 


The management of the Thumb District Fair 
tu be beid at Port Huron, Mich., September 10, 
11, 12 and 13, is making preparations to have 
their this year’s efforts far outshine preceding 
events.

ROLLER SKATE CO. DONATES TO FUND. 

Ralph Ware, of the Chicago Roller Skate 
Compauy, in an interview last week Monday, 
Went over the proposition connected with the 
skating and racing fund, and after being en 
lightened on the subject stated what be would 
do as follows: I will donate the sum of $25 
cash at once, and when the sum reaches $500, I 
will give an additional $74 and offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions for the success of the fund. 
There are, after looking over the names of 
rink owners who are among the large and pros- 
perous ones, at a rough guess 30 to 40 of these 
who could assist this fund without missing the 
amount they would give. Now there are those 
that could give anywhere from $5 to $25 for 
such a good proposition as is being promoted 
for their own benefit. The rink men will derive 
more benefit than will the skate manufacturers, 
as they will have the benefit of all of the 
races that are held in their respective rinks, I 
am giving this money more to see the life of 
skating prolonged, and believe that it is a grand 
thing if all of those interested in it will only 
come out and declare themselves. The fund, 
although rather too small to crow about, is im 
proving a little as the time passes, and wher 
all wake up to the fact that they can make a 
banner year in skating if they will only come 
forth with their donation, the fund will no 
doubt reach the required amount. 

Now Mr. Ware is very sincere in his state- 
ments, and is surely a booster for the fund, but 
them we have got to have others take the 
Same steps he has taken if we wish to accom- 
plish what we have set out to do, and that is 
to put racing before the public as it bas never 
before been promoted. That is one of the 
many reasons that racing is not conducted In 
many places at the present, simply because it 
has not been properly cared for under the ruling 
of an organized body that could conduct the.o 
as they eught to be conducted. 

Races have been allowed to be held in differ- 
ent parts of the country without any kind of 
ruling whatever, simply a free and easy style 
adopted by the skaters of that section. Ask 
some of the skaters who attended the world’s 
championship at Milwaukee, and the Interna- 
tional championships at Detroit, what they 
think of the fund and how the races were con- 
ducted. They will tell you that they were taken 
by surprise at the way they were held. and 
that is why they want a skating fund to hel 
put the game on a level with all other athletic 
sports of its kind. I have written several of 
these rink managers what we have in view, but 
they have not paid eny attention to my rennes*t 
so far, and I will assure them that I will not 
write them again. If anything is to be donated’ 
for this cause, it must be done so with their 
own free will.

At 
every opportunity a saloonkeeper was 
interrogated. Most of them held that 
this particular saloon was doing a 
better business than ever before, but 
that the average man drank less than 
at any time in his recollection. It was 


left to Tom Sharkey, in a recently 
Teported interview, to discover the 
reason. 


“It’s this public school ath- 
letics,” said he.

8 light and the manner in which they are 
mare by the red and green celluloid screens 


is the marvelous and inexplainable part of the 
Pri. Herandez will bold the rights for his own 
company, and will begin shortly the manufac- 
ture of films. ‘The subject of the first produc- 
tion has been selected, and work will be begun 
on it as soon as the last of the special machinery 


is completed and cam be installed. The rights to 
use the films only will be sold. 

If the success of the process during experi- 
ments is any criterion, and the demand on the 
art of the public for natural color pictures is 
jarge enough, the cinecolorgraph will become the 
thing of the future in motion pictures, and will 
probably revolutionize the industry.

-elve inches of solid concrete, and contains 
 mpartments to hold 2,500,000 feet of film. 
ypere is a sprinkler system in the film vault, 
which operates automatically in case of fire in 

e vault. 
osuere is a private room for exhibitors to book 
their programs, and the receiving entrance and 
shipping exit are separate and well regulated. 

The poster department, which is so important 
in this part of the world, has never before been 
given sO much consideration as in the Sydney 
branch of International Pictures. There are 
compartments for over 1,000 subjects, and each 
compartment holds 100 posters. There are also 
separate divisions for paper of unusual size. 

A unique block service is used in this depart- 
ment which we have never before heard of. 
Exhibitors doing business at the International 
Pictures can rent blocks in all sizes for all film 
subjects International Pictures purchase at a 
small rate. ‘The exhibitors find this service very 
valuable. 

The inspection department is an eye opener to 
those who formerly thought they knew some- 
. thing about film distribution. Six girl film in- 
spectors are used, and each one wears a neat 
uniform, an idea never before introduced here, 
which is used to send al] the feature films 
through the head of the projecting machine to 
eliminate any possibility of having the films gv 
out to customers with frame-ups in them, There 
is a private projecting room, so that the pic- 
tures can be seen at any time during the day. 
Bach Monday the exhibitors gather in this room 
and 560,000 feet of film, which has just arrived 
from the mail boat, are shown to exhibitors 
who make up their programs after witnessing 
these pictures. Invitations are frequently is- 
sued to the press, who have a private exhibition 
of pictures which the Greater J. D. Williams Co. 
purchases exclusively for the Australian market. 

In the annex there is a large storage room, 
where large quantities of supplies are stored, 
and this is the wholesale supply department. 

A machine shop, the equa] of which I have 
never seen before, is also located in the annex, 
and any kind of work, regardless of how in- 
tricate, can be executed. In this department 
aa exhibitor can have a machine built to any 
Specifications, or have an electric sign made, 
or in fact anything built to order in the mea- 
chine line, connected with the projecting busi- 
ness. The exhibitors are well taken with the 
film laundry, which is a new feature, never be- 
fore heard of in this country. By a certain 
process, and by the use of madhines imported 
for the purpose which operate by electricity al! 
films can be renovated, and made to appear like 
new. By a regular system, the International 
services in this way is kept entirely clear from 
rain and bad spots in the film. 

A noteworthy innovation that Mr. Bell has 
installed in the Sydney branch is the fire drill. 
This is given several times a week to keep the 
employees constantly familiar with it, and is 
very interesting to see how effective and prac- 
tical it can be done. 

Another recommendable feature is that every 
och of film is put in the film board at the close 
of business each day until the following morn- 
ing. This is made possible by the use of four 
metalled cabinet carriages. fitted with small 
rubber-tired wheels, into which all the film of 
the department is placed and wheeled into the 
film vault at the close of each day. 

In the Sydney branch the International Pic- 
tures uses a motor fleet of three cars; one motor 
car is used exclusively to entertain its out-of- 
town custemers, and there are two runabouts 
for collection and delivery of films between 
theatres and railway offices. j

ing new pleasure devices that would keep the 
crowds engrossed in wonder, and that sooner 
or later they would have to face the problem of 
bringing the vcean to Coney Island. 

Thirteen years ago James A. McDonald a 
young draughtsman and the first of the prophets, 
began the crusade. ‘‘Why not a boardwalk?’ 
he asked. One that should sit well behind high 
water mark, with no single private holding to 
fetter it, that would return to the people what 
was theirs and yet leave as much chance for 
profit as ever to those who were responsible 
for the providing of amusements in the first 
place and are entitled to profit, the pioneers of 
the Island, 

Laughed at at first as a vain and impracti- 
cable dreamer, McDonald finally attracted fav- 
oruble attention and soon founded the Coney Is- 
land Boardwalk Assvciation, with such men as 
Fred B. Henderson and Louise Stauch and 
others of prominence on its board. 

George ©, Tilyou, Richard Ravenhall, John 
Ward, Theodore Kreamer, Conrad Stubenbord and 
the Skellys were among those who lent their 
names and purses to the project. They met and 
discussed plans and means and invited another 
engineer, Charles S, Voorhies, into their con- 
sultation. He was the one man, the members 
agreed, who knew the conditions and the one 
person who could knead their desires into a 
tangible thing. He was not of the dreamer 
kind He wes a ‘dead cold’’ practical person. 
He thought he could give the beach front folk a 
working plan and he agreed for the price agreed 
upon, to do so. After the plans came other 
things. And so it came to pass that Senate Bill 
No. ’Steen Thousand and "Steen was introduced 
early in the session of 1900 with Charles S. 
Voorhies on deck at Albany watching the pranc- 
ings of the Black Horse Cavalry. 

And in the meantime the boardwalk was NOT 
built, and finally Secretary McDonald decided 
that it could not be. Martin W. Littleton was 
then Borough President of Brooklyn. He saw 
a chance for advancement politically. took the 
matter up with Ed. M. Grout, the then Comp- 
troller of the City of New York, and an appro 
priation disbursement of half a million dollars 
for the work was agreed upon by the Board of 
Estimate, cost to be borne one-third by the 
Property owners involved and the remaining two- 
thirds by the city at large. 

Then ‘‘The boy with the bat’? asserted his 
rights. Either he would have his way, or no 
boardwalk. Consequently no boardwalk. 

Comes Bird 8. Coler into power and seeking a 
Monument.

But he had had plans made, and they are still 
g00d plans.

gineering, was still on the job. 

Meanwhile came ‘‘Boardwalk Johnny.”’ othei- 
wise Johnny Mueller, and boardwalk talk was 
revived. This time it took the form of a boara- 
three hundred feet out in the ocean, to be bullt 
by the land owners of the front. And this 
time it really looked like business, and the 
noise that swept along the front sounded like 
re#l building. ~ 

Not mere talk; it was decided by men who had 
the monéy and the power to go right ahead and 


build, and have the boardwalk at once, and the 
matter would be settled and done with. And 
then, as is usual in such cases, sume one or 
other discovered that some one else was listea 
to get a little the best of it, and a little jeal- 
ousy and murmuring became apparent, 

Just a little while after it was discovered 
that one of the sponsors had gone to Europe 
and another to the South, ana here and vace 
again the plans were up in the air, 

And now comes the West End Improvement 
League of Coney Island, with George McDonald 
redivivus, and the famous plan of Coler, and 
better and more convincing than all else, the 
beginning of a relization in the minds of all that 
what is better fur all the people who come to 
Coney Island for pleasure cannot but fail to be 
better and more profitable in every way for 
those immediately interested in its welfare. 

The artist’s dream of Coney as it should be, 
overtops pages 14-15. As it is, really, is not quite 
so pretty, and that ig all that needs to be sale. 

Coney Island belongs tou the American people. 
Not the people of New York merely, but the 
whole nation. Nowhere else is there a New 
York.

And nowhere else on this 
North American continent will there be fuunded 
any resort that can reach the proportions and 
the importance of Coney Island. There are big 
men, with big fortunes there now. We venture 
a prophecy that bigger fortunes will be made 
in the future than has been made there in the 
past, and that some of them will be made by 
men who have not seen Coney.

Therefore the boardwalk plan, albeit with 
modifications that shall be found necessary and 
equitable—-for the unselfish rights of all must 
be respected—seems likely to go through for 
the ultimate betterment of the Island and its 
people, large and small,

are fighting is as follows: ‘That the city ac- 
quire by condemnation or cession that strip of 
land lying between the highwater line of the 
At.antic Ocean and a parallel line one hundred 
and sixty feet upland of the said high-water 
line and extending from the Dreamland property 
West 37th Street, together with all rights to 
land under water contiguous thereto. 

2—That a boardwalk be built sixty feet in 
width and covering the further upland portion of 
the area first mentioned. 

3—That the land and boardwalk when built 
be put under the control of the park depart- 
ment. 

4—That the boardwalk be built of a height 
above the grade level to permit of a basement 
story to all buildings abutting on the land 
side of the boardwalk.
